Most people who like horses and hounds are familiar, in a general sort 
of way, with the work of the American Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals. In the days when draught horses were common on 
city streets the Society arranged for watering troughs at frequent and con- 
venient spots and brought pressure to bear on owners in order to induce 
them to shoe their horses against slipping on cobblestone and asphalt pave- 
ments and to avoid collar sores and overloading. Since most horses to-day 
are used for sport, rather than for commercial purposes, the principal 
work of the Society is directed toward pets, particularly dogs and cats. 

The problem of stray dogs and cats is of vital concern, not only to 
sportsmen, but to the entire community. The responsibility for creating 
strays lies on humans, not on the animals themselves. Although the ex- 
pense of keeping a dog or cat is considerable—far greater than is gener- 
ally realised—it is extraordinary how many of the people who pay the 
bills and who are genuinely fond of their pets, will not take the trouble 
either to confine them or train them to stay at home. In consequence 
they stray, get run over or into fights or in whelp. If they get into sheep 
or other livestock the laws of many localities require that dogs be des- 
troyed by the game warden or similar authority and that the owner of the 
sheep be indemnified out of monies collected for dog licenses or other taxes. 

Stray cats offer equal problems. In recent years scientists have shown 
that there is a balance of wild animals in nature and that the so-called 
predators, such as foxes, skunks and weasels, have no effect on song and 
game bird populations as long as there is sufficient food and cover. The 
stray cat can and does upset the balance of nature, however, destroying 
nests, eggs and young birds in wholesale fashion. 

It is not only carelessness which creates strays. People moving often 
give their pets to neighbors who really don’t want them and fail to look 
after them. The all too prevalent habit of turning out dogs and cats (in- 
cluding puppies and kittens) on country roads, in the hope that someone 
kind hearted will pick them up and look after them, by people who are too 
lazy or consider themselves too tender hearted to provide suitable homes 
or have them humanely destroyed, is an offense that should be rigorously 
punished by law and by the weight of public opinion. 
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Strays are a menace to public 
health. By raiding garbage cans 
and by contact with other strays 
they spread filth and disease, not- 
ably rabies. Actually stray dogs 
have been the culprits in the epi- 
demic of rabies among grey foxes 
which have plagued stockmen and 
foxhunters in recent years. Where 
stray dogs have been eliminated and 
other dogs vaccinated, rabies in 
foxes has eliminated itself in a com- 
paratively short time. 

In very few localities can game 
wardens take time enough from 
their other important duties to col- 
lect strays. For this purpose an 
active branch of the A.S.P.C.A,, 
manned by ample numbers of volun- 
teer workers, is by far the most ef- 
fective agency. For the sake of the 
community and for the sake of sport 
all of us should get behind this or- 
ganisation and support it with time 
and money.

You who hear keenly do not know 
the heartaches attached to deafness, Ima- 
gine being married toa man who maintains 
his own pack of hounds and having hunted 
with him for years merely because I 
love to ride, and never hearing a hound’s 
voice unless I was practically on top of 
it. After yesterday’s hunt I am beginning 
to wonder if I don’t hear a little better 
than even my keen-eared hunting husband 
does. Certainly heard more cry in the 
four hours we were in the field than I’ve 
heard in the last fifteen years. 

The operation I had is called stapes 
mobilization, and should not be confused 
with the older fenestration operation that 
was described in detail several years ago 
in Reader’s Digest magazine. 

In discussing the matter with the 
Kansas City surgeon who performed the 
mobilization for me, I was told that it 
is an operation “‘hard on the doctor and 
easy on the patient.” I can vouch for 
that. You are assured that if the opera- 
tion does not help you, it still DOES NOT 
HARM YOU. Within a short time you can 
try the same process on the other ear.

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Wheatley Stable’s Bold Ruler Defeats Ralph Lowe's Creary 


Gallant Man By A Nose In Wood Memorial

(Raleigh Burrough’s is on vacation) 


As the sweet scent of roses becomes 
stronger, there’s no doubt that Calumet, 
with its solid entry of Gen. Duke and Iron 
Liege, will be a short-priced favorite 
to add the Kentucky Derby to its already 
imposing array of victories in 1957, 

Celebrating its twenty-fifth year as a 
racing establishment, Calumet is well 
ahead of its earnings timetable of last 
year when it topped the nation ($1,057, 
383). And if Calumet can pick up the silver 
in the Derby, its chances of surpassing 
its all-time yearly high of $1,402,436 will 
boom. 

Even without the help of the late, 
lamented Caliente ‘‘line’’, horse players 
are having no difficulty whatsoever settling 
on the entry as a 6-5 favorite, with 
Wheatley Stable’s Bold Ruler second 
choice, probably at a shade under 2-1. 

With such an imposing trio ready to 
take the Churchill Downs track, much of 
the potential opposition will throw in the 
sponge and an unusually small field is in 
prospect. 


Jamaica 

Bold Ruler added to his stature as a 
Kentucky Derby contestant when Eddie 
Arcaro drove him to a nose victory in the 
thirty-third running of the $59,400 Wood 
Memorial in track-record time before 
42,122 delirious fans. 

Bold Ruler and Gallant Man, the latter 
from the barn of Ralph Lowe, staged one 
of the most thrilling battles ever seen at 
a New York track, dueling virtually head 
and head from the top of the stretch to the 
wire. 

Their valiant efforts carried them to 
the end of mile and an eighth ina 1.48 4/5 
clocking, two-fifths of a second lower than 
the mark set by Bryan G., a four-year- 
old, in 1951, 

Gallant Man, who whipped Gen. Duke 
at six furlongs in his first start of 1957, 
also picks up a host of new backers for 
his Louisville race, 

Despite trying to get out on the first 
turn, Bold Ruler opened a long leadearly. 
Arcaro had him under a snug hold early 
along the back stretch as he set the pace 
by three lengths, with Mister Jive in the 
runner-up spot, Gallant Man another 
couple of lengths away, and Promised 
Pand, Tenacious and Jocko’s Walk follow- 
ing in that order. 


Racing close to the rail, Mister Jive 
ranged alongside Bold Ruler in the vicin- 
ity of the half-mile marker and Gallant 
Man also began to close in. 

Suddenly, John Choquette charged for- 
ward with Gallant Man midway of the turn 
and Arcaro almost immediately met the 
challenge. The real racing had begun, but 
not for Mister Jive. He was done and grad- 
ually dropped back, 

At the head of the stretch, Gallant 
Man, racing on the outside, took the lead, 
but only by inches. As a team, they 
battled the rest of the trip and at the wire 
the result was in doubt until Bold Ruler’s 
number was flashed on the board first. 
Promised Land was third, half a dozen 
lengths farther back, 

Bohemia Stable’s Ambehaving was left 
at the gate, apparently slipping a stifle 
in his right hind leg. 

Bold Ruler’s victory was worth $40, 
800 and upped his all-time earnings to 
$322,675. He paid $3.00 straight. 

After the early leaders had raced them- 
selves into the ground, Ellis Farm’s Little 
Pache rallied from last place to romp 
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homein the $20,000 added Correction Han- 
dicap by five and a half lengths. 

Covering the six furlongs in 1.11 4/5, 
Little Pache returned an $8.20 mutuel 
and earned $15,100. 

The daughter of Little Spooky- James- 
town began picking up speed after three 
furlongs, moved up boldly on the outside 
in early stretch, then easily pulled clear 
under the alert handling of Conn Mc- 

Brookfield Farm’s Infatuation, recent 
winner of Laurel’s Cherry Blossom and 
3-2 Correction favorite, was second to 
slip under the wire, three-parts of a 
length before Jet Girl, longest-priced 
horse in the race, 


Laurel 

The thirty-sixth running of the $20,000 
added Chesapeake Stakes failed to turn up 
any candidates for the Derby. 

The winner, Roslyn Farm’s Inswept, 
was not nominated for the Run for the 
Roses and the five Derby eligibles in the 
race finished seventh, eighth, ninth, tenth 
and eleventh. 

With Joe Culmone in the saddle, Inswept 
wore down Walter M. Jeffords’ Gannet, 
7-5 choice with the crowd of 20,602, 
through the stretch to prevail by a length 
in the mile and a sixteenth time of 1.44 
2/5. Brandywine Stable’s Cannon Fire, 
who led briefly early on the final turn, 
was a struggling third, three and a half

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The Grand National Point-to-Point

Gaining his third timber race victory 
in as many Saturdays, Benjamin H, Gris- 
wold 4th won the 55th running of the Grand 
National point-to-point with his father’s 
Infraction on April 20, The 16-year-old 
Gilman School student put his 9-year-old 
mount on the lead soon after the start of 
the three-mile race, and Infraction was 
never headed, galloping home aten-length 
winner over General Richard K, Mellon’s 
Octavia’s Son, 

There were two spills on the 18-fence 
course Situated near Butler (Md.) but 
neither rider was hurt. General Mellon’s 
White Coat, a 12-year-old gelding, was, 
however, fatally injured when he broke his 
neck while falling at the second fence. 

Benjie Griswold was greeted by his 
father, BenjaminH, Griswold, 3d., immed- 
iately after the race with hearty congrat- 
ulations. 

**That was your best race,”’ exclaimed 
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the delighted Monkton (Md.) horseman. 
‘*You rode him perfectly.” 

Mr. Griswold was speaking from deep 
experience, having himself ridden in the 
Maryland point-to-points until replaced by 
his oldest son during the past two years. 
Benjie, easily the best of the youngest 
crop of riders to see action in Maryland, 
won the My Lady’s Manor point-to-point 
on April 13 with his father’s Doll Ram and 
the preceding Saturday won with the same 
horse in the S, LurmanStewart Memorial, 
feature attraction of the Elkridge-Harford 
Hunt Club meeting. After congratulating 
his son for his top performance in win- 
ning the Grand National, Mr. Griswold 
stated both Doll Ram and Infraction would 
be entered in the Maryland Hunt Cup with 
Benjie taking his pick of mounts. 

Asked which horse he preferred to 
ride, the younger Griswold said: ‘‘I don’t 
know. It’s up to the coach,” indicating 
his father. 

Benjie added, however, that Infraction 
had come out of the Grand National ‘‘a 
little gimpy’’. Mr. Griswold later attrib- 
uted this soreness to a stone bruise sus- 
tained by Infraction in a workout ten days 
before the race. A somewhat amazing cir- 
cumstance in the career of Infraction is 
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to owner of winner.

fractured bone in one of his forelegs, 
sustained in 1954, 

Octavia’s Son, ridden by Benjamin 
H, Murray, was no match for Infraction 
in the Grand National but turned in a 
game performance to land runner-up hon- 
ors by a head from Bliss Flaccus’s Gold 
Par. The latter, ridden by E. H. (Tiger) 
Bennett, was 25 lengths in front of Mrs. 
C, Paul Denckla’s Neds Flying while Dr. 
Joseph Rogers’ Star Salome completed 
the field. 

William Cunningham rode White Coat 
and his escape without injury in the spill 
at the second fence was remarkable. The 
gray gelding fell heavily, seeming to 
catch Cunningham beneath him. 

Only other spill occurred at the eighth 
fence when Mrs. Thomas S, Nichols’ 
Starboard went down with Stokes Lott. 
Lott, who rides with his eyeglasses strap- 
ped in place , received a laceration on the 
bridge of his nose at the point where his 
glasses gouged into his skin. But the 
plucky young horseman came back to ride 
in the second event of the two-race pro- 
gram. Up on Mrs. Ferdinand R, White’s 
Jack Spraggon in the three-mile Wéstern 
Run Plate, he tumbled off at the fourth 
fence after his mount put in a poor jump, 

Infraction, second to Uncle Pierre last 
year in the Grand National, was timed in 
6.20 4/5 - ten and one-fifth seconds off 
Pine Pep’s course record. 

The crowd of 5,000 fans which swarmed 
over the course situated on the proper- 
ties of Redmond C, Stewart, Jr ., Edwin 
F, A, Morgan and Mrs, Irene Fowble en- 
joyed perfect spring weather and picnic 
lunches were spread all along the big 
hillside. 

Western Run Plate 

The Western Run Plate, restricted to 
horses which had never won a race over 
timber, found nine horses going postward 
and five completing the course. The race, 
one jump shorter than the more rigorous 
Grand National, was won by Louis Led- 
yard’s Jinxed Star, ridden by Benjamin 
H. Murray. The gray gelding came home 
a 15-length winner over Louis Neilson 
Jr.’s Coke Hi andwastimed in 6,10 3/5. 
The other three finishers, strong out by 
30, 35 and 50 length margins, were Frank 
A. Bonsal’s Sagahash, Mrs. Nelson Slat- 
er’s Sociability and Mrs. Jacques Jen- 
ney’s Fiddle Fiddle. Falling at different 
fences along the way were Mrs. George 
Tenner’s Champaign Lass, John K, Dev- 
ereux’s Major Grace, John B, Hannum 
3d’s Timber Brush and Jack Spraggon. 

Only unfortunate occurrence of the 
afternoon happened during the running of 
the Western Run when one of the four 
loose horses galloped through a group of 
250 spectators, bowling over approx- 
imately 20 persons. A 9- year-old boy and a 
48-year-old woman were taken by ambu- 
lance to the Union Memorial Hospital 
but neither was seriously injured.

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Middleburg Hunt Race Meeting

Summer-like weather prevailed for the 
second and final meeting sponsored by the 
Middleburg Hunt Race Association on Sat- 
urday, April 20, and a light gathering of 
some 3,000 witnessed an excellent day of 
sport. ‘‘Name”’ horses dotted the program, 
but a tried andtrue hunt race performer 
departed the meeting with a major share 
of the purse money, as RandolphD, Rouse’s 
Curly Joe responded to a sterling ride from 
Kenneth Field to win the featured Mary 
Mellon Steeplechase. 

A field of 8 ’chasers accepted the issue 
for the 2 mile handicap over 11 brush 
fences which carried a gross purse of 
$2,400. The gray gelding, Kabyle, from 
Mrs. Isabel Dodge Sloan’s Brookmeade 
Stable was fractious at the post and was 
“taking off’ when starter H, A, (Brud) 
Plumb let loose of the tape. Consequently, 
Evan Jackson, accepting his first mount 
of the season, looked back on the field 
as he and Kabyle negotiated the first 
fence. Mrs. A. J. Smithwick’s External 
Relations and Curly Joe led the flight 
which followed and this order prevailed 
for 6 fences. Still leading, Kabyle re- 
ceived a challenge from Mrs. Vernon G, 
Cardy’s *Evian as the field approached 
the 9th, with External Relation and Curly 
Joe dropping back to 4th and Sth positiens, 
respectively. 

Closely bunched, the Llth and final 
brush jump found Kabyle still showing the 
way with a scant 1/2 length advantage 
over *Evian, with External Relations, 
Curly Joe and Mrs. M, G, Walsh’s Rythm- 
inhim closing in. Displaying the ability 
which carried Curly Joe to a trio of con- 
secutive victories last fall, Kenneth Field 
went to work on his mount in the stretch. 
Responding, the 7-year-old gelding pre- 
vailed by a neck over External Relations, 
who was receiving a rousing ride from 
Joseph Aitcheson, Jr. Making his first 
start over brush since he separated a 
pelvis in the 1955 renewal of the Temple 
Gwathmey Steeplechase, Rythminhim was 
a trifle short, finishing 1 1/2 lengths be- 
hind the hard-fought leaders. Having ‘‘had 
it’’, Kabyle and *Evian finished 4th and 
Sth as named. In winning his 2nd start 
of the season, Curly Joe negotiated the 
route in 3:54 1/5. 

In picking up a net sum of $1,575 from 
the purse, the winner registered a triple 
for trainer D, M. (Mike) Smithwick, who 
also saddled his mother’s External Re- 
lations and Crag in the race. The latter, 
winner of last year’s brush division of 
the United Hunts Racing Association’s 
awards, finished 6th, The victory com- 
pleted a double for Field, who earlier 
rode W. H. Perry’s King Somali ina 6- 
furlong turf test. The young trainer from 
Hyde, Md., started his trio by saddling 
Mrs. Ogden Phipps’ Out of Reach to win 
a hurdle race which opened the program. 


Following the ‘‘official’’, Mr. and Mrs. 
Rouse were presented with the beautiful 
Queen Anne silver challenge cup by Miss 
Catherine Mellon, daughter of the late 
Mrs. Mellon. 


Gerald B, Webb, Jr. Memorial 

Looking every inch the stakes winner 
that he is, Mrs. Vernon G, Cardy’s 
*Square Dance 2nd shouldered the top 
weight of 154 pounds to make a show of 
his field in the Gerald B. Webb, Jr., 
Memorial, featured hurdle event. Meeting 
5 contenders, ths 5-year-old horse played 
with his field and turned back Frederic 
H. Bontecou’s *Flighty Eyes by 4 lengths. 
The latter held the place award safe, with 
a 3 length margin over W. M. Duryea’s 
Breakers Ahead. Ridden by Scott Riles, 
the winner traversed the 7 hurdles and 
1 3/4 miles in 3:08,

His rider , the promising appren- 
tice, Joseph Aitcheson, Jr., took a long 
slide but was not seriously injured, as he 
rode in later races, Bred and raced by the 
late Robert C, Winmill, Hill Tie covered 
the route in 3:55,

on, Jr. put up an excellent ride to win 
the Wanquepin on the Smithwick-trained 
Out of Reach, Outgaming *Narcissus 2nd, 
with Paddy Smithwick up, in the stretch, 
Mrs. Ogden Phipps’ hurdler made his 2nd 
start of the season a winning one in a 
‘‘going away’’ manner.

The initial spill was 
brought off over the 3rd hurdle when Ken- 
neth Dallam’s Flying World fell with ap- 
prentice W. Ackman and the next happened 
over the Sth, when the Sanford Stud Farms’ 
promising sophomore, Niagara, fell with 
James Walker. The latter sustained a 
fractured collarbone. Running last in his 
first start of the year on the preceding 
Saturday, Out of Reach came back to win

King Somali Wins 

R, S, Lytle’s Correlation, a beaten 
favorite for the Triple Crown tests as a 
3-year-old, lived up to his reputation and 
was a beaten favorite in his hunt racing 
debut. Meeting 7 contenders ina 6-furlong 
turf test, the winner of the 1954 Florida 
Derby could finish no better than 3rd be- 
hind William H, Perry’s King Somali and 
Mrs. Fay Ingalls’ home-bred, Dora’s 
Fiddle. Starting his double, Kenneth Field 
put up a rousing ride to defeat Mrs. In- 
galls’ gray filly by a nose. It was learned 
after the race that Scott Riles, aboard 
Dora’s Fiddle, suffered a slipped sacro- 
iliac during the running and finished in 
great pain, The unfortunate mishapcaused 
him to cancel his mounts for the balance 
of the day.

A Hun ting Tour 


British and American Hounds Compared 
Wilbur Hubbard, M. F. H. 


The differences between English and 
American hounds have been expounded 
at length for generations and certainly 
need no further elaboration. However, 
one of the interesting things about hunting 
in England today is to see how the English 
hound is changing. Sir Peter Farquhar, 
Master of the Portman, and the Duke of 
Beaufort have been among the leaders in 
breeding the new lighter type of English 
hound, 

The old heavy English hound with 
straight shoulders, tremendous bone and 
knuckled over feet, so popular a gener- 
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however, disappointing to find that the 
modern English hound has very little more 
cry than the older type. 

Most of the packs in Britain are of the 
orthodox English strain, There are a few, 
though, which vary completely. It was my 
pleasure to see six of these: the Cotley, 
Dumfriesshire, College Valley, Fell 
Hounds, Curre, and the Black and Tan 
Kerry Beagle type in Ireland. 


The Cotley 
The Cotley have been bred up from West 
country harrier blood, but for some years

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ation or more ago, is now definitely on 
the way out. They told me that a hound 
with knuckled over feet is immediately 
thrown out of the ring at the Peterborough 
Show today. The new English hound is 
quite similar to the lighter tupe of cross- 
bred hounds which one finds in some mod- 
ern American packs, 


Modern Types Closer 
It was most interesting to see this 
change, which demonstrated to me that 
the more progressive breeders on both 
sides of the Atlantic are at last getting 
closer together as to the type of hound 
which they are trying to produce, It was, 


now have hunted foxes exclusively. This 
pack has been in the family of the present 
Master Col. Eames since 1797, There 
have, of course, been a few outcrosses 
with foxhounds. In recent years, the most 
successful of these has been with the 
College Valley. The Cotley are still small 
hounds, measuring from 20 to 23 inches. 
They are nearly all white with a few 
lemon spots. Many of them would pass 
for modern American hounds. If you put 
them into an American pack you would 
never pick them out as having been bred 
in England, I was particularly impressed 
close coupled, compact little hounds.

The Dumfriesshire 

By way of contrast the Dumfriesshire 
which Sir John Buchanan- Jardine has dev- 
eloped in Scotland during the past 35 years 
are the largest foxhounds I ever saw. 
Some of the larger dog hounds measure 
27 1/2 and 28 inches. They also have the 
deepest voices you can imagine, some 
sound almost like a bull, 

Sir John inherited a pack of English 
hounds. He bred one of his dog hounds to 
a blood hound bitch and to a Fell hound 
bitch. The daughters of these crosses 
were bred to Triomphe °’29 a French 
stag hound with wonderful nose and voice, 
There have been other stag and blood 
hound crosses. 

The result is a pack of amost com- 
pletely black hounds with scarcely even 
any tan on them. In type they are more 
like American than English hounds, but 
larger. Their conformation is excellent, 
They have good feet and clean throats 
with no loose skin under the neck in spite 
of their deep voices and blood hound 
strains. | was most interested in a por- 
trait of the French stag hound whose name 
appears so many times in the pedigrees 
of these hounds, It looked like a picture 
of a modern Penn-Marydel. The shape of 
the head, the long ears, the blue tick 
markings and general conformation were 
the same, but the feet were better than 
most Penn-Marydels. 


Fell Hounds 

There are many packs of Fell hounds, 
of which I saw one, the Coniston belonging 
to Mr. Bruce Logan, Fell hounds are a 
much lighter type, smaller than the Dum- 
friesshire, but taller than the Cotley as 
well as longer and more rangy. These 
hounds are hunted on foot in very rough 
rocky hills where it is impossible to ride 
or to run, so followers stand on hills and 
listen to them run, much as they do with 
Walker and Trigg hounds in the mountains 
of Tennessee and Kentucky. It is perhaps 
not strange that many of them look very 
much like Walker hounds and all of them 
would pass for straight American hounds. 
The thing which impressed me most was 
their feet. They were excellent, some- 
what the hare foot type, but compact, not 
knuckled over and not spread out. Proof 
of their worth is that they almost never 
have any foot trouble, in spite of the very 
rough terrain over which they hunt. 


College Valley 

The College Valley hounds, which have 
been bred for over 30 years by Sir Alfred 
Goodson in Northumberland , are quite 
like Fell hounds - in fact they have a lot 
of that blood - but are a more level pack 
and have better conformation. They are not 
quite so long in the back and slack in the 
flank. They have good shoulders and stand 
galloping up and down those tremendous 
hills. They have the sam excellent feet 
as the Fell hounds. Their white color

enables one to see them for miles over 
the hills. I greatly admired this lovely 
pack. 


The Curre Hounds 

The famous white pack of hounds bred 
by the late Sir Edward Curre over on the 
edge of Wales and carried on by his widow 
for 25 years until her death last autumn, 
developed such a reputation that many 
hounds from this pack have been brought 
to America; they have been used extensive- 
ly in England as well. They were developed 
from crosses of Welsh hounds with Eng- 
lish. Sir Edward successfully bred out 
most of the rough coats of the Welsh hounds 
while retaining their good voices and pre- 
dominantly white color. They have feet like 
modern English hounds, 


Kerry Beagles 

It was my good fortune to see in Ireland 
two packs of the Kerry Beagle type of 
hound which has been bred in Ireland for 
centuries. As most hunting people know 
they are not beagles at all, but are of the 
foxhound type. The two packs I saw, the 
Naas Harriers and the famous Scarteen 
(black and tan) Foxhounds differ only in 
size. They are definitely the same species. 
They have wrinkled faces and some loose 
skin under the throat and look very much 
like the old fashioned Penn-Marydel 
hounds except that they have better feet. 
One which they said was a straight Kerry 
Beagle, purchased in Kerry, did not have 
the wrinkled face, in fact he had a head 
like the better Amerian hound of today. 

In addition to looking like American 
hounds they run more like them. They have 
excellent voices, good noses and stick 
much more closely to their line than Eng- 
lish hounds. Many people feel certain that 
these and most modern American Hounds 
are descended from common ancestors. 
The famous Mountain and Muse were im- 
ported to Maryland from Ireland about 
140 years ago and from them are des- 
cended a large proportion of modern 
American hounds. 

Kerry Beagles now are practically all 
black and tan in Ireland, but I believe 
that a century and a half ago that was not 
necessarily so. Mountain and Muse were 
not that color. The experiments of many 
animal breeders today prove that solid 
colors are much stronger genetically, 
particularly solid black or solid white. 
So, if black and tans were used extensively 
in the breeding program, they would all 
become that color in a few generations. 
That was proven in the development of 
the Dumfriesshire pack. 


Cry 
As a general rule dog hounds have the 
deeper voices and bitches the high pitched 
lighter ones. Since many of the fashionable 
English clubs prefer to hunt all bitch packs, 
the cry is not outstanding. Some Masters 


of English Hounds are now making an 
effort to improve the cry of their hounds 
and have introduced crosses of Welsh and 
other blood for that purpose. 

Colonel Cyril Heber-Percy, Joint M. 
F, H. of the Cottesmore, is one of themen 
who is most interested in this matter. 
One evening, after a very pleasant dinner 
at his house we discussed this subject 
at length with Capt. H, B, Parry, Master 
of the Atherstone. Col. Heber-Percy is 
even anxious to get some hounds with two 
different notes. The fact that improved 
voice is now an objective among English 
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Hound breeders certainly means that even- 
tually it will be achieved. 

Only having seen Fell Hounds and the 
Cotley pack in kennels, and not having 
heard them running a fox, it is not for me 
to discuss their voices. The College Val- 
ley, which have a great deal of Fell Hound 
blood and are similar, but an improve- 
ment on the type, do have more cry than 
English hounds, but not as much as 
American hounds. 

As stated before, some of the Dum- 
friesshire Hounds have the lowest pitched

The final meet for the season was from 
the kennels on March 16, During the 
night before there had been a torrential 
rain accompanied by thunder and lightning, 
but by morning it was over and the sun 
was out and the temperature was about 
60 degrees.

+ Metten’s where he was marked to ground, 


Hounds were then taken to Lower Unicorn 
where they again found. The fox turned 
back through Metten’s, and running very 
fast to Upper Woodstock, he circled back 
and was marked to ground on the banks 
of Little Bohemia Creek after a fast 
35 minutes, This was a total of 5 foxes 
found and all marked to ground and was 
the end of a season which had been most 
enjoyable. 

After the hunt members and their 
guests, including Wilbur Hubbard, M.F.H. 
of the Kent County Hounds, stopped at 
Mrs. Richard du Pont’s for tea and 
afterwards all were entertained for cock- 
tails at the historical old Manor house of 
Mr. and Mrs. Alfred N. Phillips of Cecil- 
ton, Finally all adjourned to the Granary 
for dinner where George Weymouth pro- 
duced an orchestra and we danced till 
the wee small hours of the morning. 

During the season hounds were 
scheduled three days a week plus bye 


} days and hunted a total of 85 days and 


found 170 times. The only blank day 
was Thanksgiving when there were too 
many gunners in the country. Our joint 
Masters, Mrs. R, C, du Pont and Mrs. 
H, B. du Pont, who showed such excel- 
lent sport this year, plan to continue next 
season, P.K. 
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voices I have ever heard. There are some 
lighter notes among them too, but when 
they are running the general effect is of 
the deeper tones. 

The voices of the Curre Hounds and the 
Scarteen (Kerry Beagles) are quite simi- 
lar although they are miles apart in breed- 
ing and appearance, Anyone used to hunt- 
tin with a pack of American Hounds would 
feel quite at home with the music of either 
of these packs, for they sound very much 
like a pack of American Foxhounds. 

But for real harmonious melody nothing 
I have heard can compare with a good 
pack of Penn-Marydels. 


Foxhunting Project 
V. O. Sipe 

I was very much interested in the 
article by Denver Gay on artificial in- 
semination in the November issue of The 
Chase. 

We have artificially bred many of our 
cattle in the past twelve years, and nat- 
urally I have been thinking for several 
years of trying it on foxhounds. 

About a year ago I made an estimate 
on a project to fence in 300 to 400 acres 
of land that I own on the south side of 
Anderson Mountain, thirty miles from 
Charlotte, N. C. This is cutover timber- 
land; much of it has heavy undergrowth. 
Therefore if fenced for fox with several 
lanes, fifty to one hundred feet wide 
were bulldozed off from top to bottom and 
sown in grass, a crowd could stand at one 
location at the foot of the mountain where 
any kind of auto easily can be driven to 
and see the fox and the hounds every time 
they would cross one of the grass lanes. 

My idea was to rent it to people to 
start a pack of young hounds, and to men 
who had valuable stud hounds that they 
could not take achance ongetting hit on the 
highway. 

I also believe that a man could sell a 
good many tickets to people who wanted to 
see the chase, and as to comparing hounds 
including mouths, I don’t believe a reg- 
ular field trial would compare with it. 

Many sections of the United States are 
becoming so thickly settled and crossed 
with so many highways that in the not too 
distant future it will be impossible for 
most of us to have a satisfactory race 
without driving one hundred or more miles. 

Here is my suggestion: that twenty or 
more men organize or incorporate and at 
a location such as I mentioned above; get 
a long time lease on the land and properly 
fence it for fox; employ an A No. 1 hound 
Man to manage it, feed the foxes, and buy 
or lease outstanding stud hounds. One 
collection of semen should be enough to 
breed twenty or more females; part could 
be frozen and could be shipped by air all 
over the nation, 


Rent for twenty-four hours at a time 
the running ground to men who wanted 
to bring their pack to a safe place to run 
(I have lost eight good ones on the high- 
ways, etc., in the past year). 

Build a plain simple clubhouse. 

Build playgrounds for the children so 
that the entire family could come. 

Wire the whole side of the mountain 
as necessary to get all the sound and make 
records of the races (I believe that a 
million records could be sold). Just think 
what it would mean to a man a thousand 
miles away to sit at home and select the 
stud dog whose mouth suited him; but more 
than that, think what it would mean to the 
older foxhunters when the shadows are 
getting closer and they can’t go out with 
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the pack, to sit at home and hear old 
times brought back anew to them, right 
into their homes. Movies could also be 
made of the races. I cannot think of any- 
thing else that would create and revive 
interest in fox races as much as this 
would, 

Think what it would mean twenty or 
more years later to hear a recording of 
an outstanding hound’s mouth, and get 
some of his blood in your pack. 

In addition to what this would add to 
foxhunters, I believe that it would be a 
good investment and pay good dividends. 

Count me in - I am ready to go when 
an interested group shows up.

and his remarks and hints to the riders 
were most helpful and much appreciated.

If this produces no beneficial results, after 
another period of waiting you can start 
all over again before completely giving 
up. After you have gone through the 
operation once and learned it is not as 
much of an ordeal 4s having a simple 
filling put in a tooth, you have no fear. 
If your ears ring, as they did in my case, 
the ringing will stop in the operated ear 
even if the hearing is not improved. If 
the ear does not respond to the operation, 
no further loss of hearing is induced and 
you still can use a hearing aid, Or try 
a fenestration, After a fenestration I am 
told that a hearing aid cannot be used, nor 
a mobilization be performed. 

I entered the medical center late Nov. 
16th. Was operated on the next day and left 
the hospital the morning of the 18th. Was 
a little embarrassed to say I had submitted 
to surgery as the whole visit was so trivial. 
The only pain attached was the tiny prick 
of the needle when local anaesthetic was 
administered. The patient remains cons- 
cious in order to tell when he can hear 
the operating room’s radio distinctly. 

The flesh is loosened around the ear 
canal. Then the eardrum moved in an 
attempt to approach the stapes and make 
it vibrate properly when sound waves touch 
it to be carried to the auditory nerve 
as Nature intended. Unless this nerve is 
alive the operation cannot be made. If 
you are lucky, as I was, you suddenly 
hear the radio full blast and it truly is

startling. You are in surgery around 
thirty minutes. 

There are possibly a dozen or so sur- 
geons scattered throughout the United 
States who are skilled in this operation. 
The reason I am asking you to tell your 
readers about it is because even though 
the work has been done successfully in 
Kansas City for over three years, nota 
single person I mentioned it to, post- 
operative, had heard of it. Sixty-five per- 
cent of the operations have proven to be 
successful. Since no harm is done if no 
good is accomplished, and the operation 
is such a simple thing for the patient, 
why would any hard of hearing person shy 
away from it. Doctors have no way of 
reaching you except by word of mouth, 
Hence this letter. 

The question most everyone asks me is 
how long the operation is supposed tohold 
up. My doctor tells me that it lasts for 
your lifetime. Two other patients operated 
on the same day that I was also had 
successful responses. And as for me, I 
little knew how deaf I really was until my 
hearing was restored to better than nor- 


mal.
